s he was aſcending the Scaffold, 
baring his Knees, and humbly 
bowing himſelf, he uſed theſe 
| Words: This I hope will prove to 
be like Jacob's Ladder; tho the 
Feet of it reſt on Earth, yet I doubt 
not but the Top of it veacheth to 
Mꝝàzæeaven. When he came upon 
——_ thc Scaffold, he ſaid, O wretched 
Man that I am, ſhall deliver me from this Body of 
Death? I thank God who hath given me Victory through oui 
Lord Feſus Chriſt. Then with Abundance of Chriſtian 
Cheerfulneſs he ſpake to the People, as followeth: 
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Gentlemen, vs , 

T hath ever been the Cuſtom of all Perſons what- 
L ſoever, when they come to die, to give ſome Sa- 
uisfaction to the World, whether they be guilty of the 
Fat of which they ſtand charged. The Crime for 
which T am now to die, is Loyalty; but in this Age 
called High Treaſon. I cannot deny, but that L was

Crime as High Treaſon, I leave to the World and 
the Law to judge.

ledgment thereof. I ſuppoſe that divers Perſons, ac- 
cording as they are by their ſeveral lotereſts and Re- 
lation biaſſed, give their Opinions to the World con- 
cerning us. I conceive it ipoſſtble therefore foto 
xpreſs myſelf in this Particular, as not to expoſe 
both my Judgment and Reputation to the Cenſure 
of many which I-thall leave behind me.

1 will refer You therefore to the firſt, which I am 
ſure ſome of You heard; and to the latter, which 
many of You, in good Time, may ſee. Had Cap- 
tain Crook done himſelf and us that Right which a 
Gentleman and a Soldier ought to have done, I had 
not now been here. The Man I forgive with all my 
Heart: But truly, Gentlemen, his proteſting againſt 
thoſe Articles he himſelf with ſo many Proteſtations 
and Importunities put upon us, hath drawn ſo much 
Diſhonour and Blood upon his own Head, that I fear 
ſome heavy judgment will purſue him. Tho' he 
hath been falſe to us, I pray God that I do not prove 
a true Prophet to him.

Nay, I muſt ſay more, that coming on the Road

ours: But let that paſs; and inſtead of Life, Liber- 
ty, and Eſtate, (which were the Articles agreed upon) 
let Hanging, Drawing, and Quartering bear the De- 
nomination of Captain Crook's Articles. 

However, I thank the Protector for granting me 


this honourable Death.

Having now given Yon an Account concerning my- 
ſelf, J hold mylelf obliged in Duty to ſome of my 
Friends, to take off a Suſpicion which lies upon 
them : I mean as to ſome Perſons of Honour, which 
upon my Examination I was charged to have held 
Correſpondency with. The Marquiſs of Hartford, 
the Marquiſs of Micheſter, and my Lord of Pembrobt, 
were the Perſons nominated to me. I did then ac- 
quit them, and do now ſecond it with this Protefta- 
tion, That I never held any Correſpondence with ei- 
ther or any of them, in Relation to this particular 
Buſineſs; or, indeed, to any Thing which concern'd 
the Protector or his Government. As for the Mar- 
quiſs of Winchefter, 1 faw him ſome Twelve Years ſince, 
and not later; and if I ſhould ſee him here preſent, 
J believe I ſhould not know him.

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I have offered the Protector as good Security for 
my future Demeanor, as I re he could have ex- 
ected: If he had thought fit to have given me my 
Life, certainly I ſhould not have been ſo ungrateful 
as to have employ'd it againſt him. I do humbly 
ſubmit to God's Pleaſure, knowing that the Iſſues of 
Life and Death are in his Hand. My Blood is but a 
ſmall Sacrifice: If it had been ſaved, T am ſo much a 
Gentleman as to have given Thanks to him that had 


preſerved it; and ſo much a Chriſtian, as to forgive 


them which take it. But ſeeing God by his Provi- 
dence hath called me to lay it down, I willingly ſub- 

mit to it, tho* terrible to Nature; but bleſſed be my 
Saviour, who hath taken out the Sting; ſo that T 
look upon ir without Terror. Death is a Debt, and 
a due Debt; and it hath pleaſed God to make me ſo 
good a Husband, that I am come to pay it before it 


js due. I am not aſhamed of that Cauſe for which I 


die, but rather rejoice that I am thought worthy to 
ſuffer in the Defence and Cauſe of God's true Church, 
my lawful King, the Liberty of the Subject, and 
Priviledge of Parliaments: Therefore, I hope none 
of mine Alliance and Friends will be aſhamed of it;

Theſe unhappy Times, indeed, have been very
